SOFT COAL REGION 

NEARLY ALL AFFECTED 



Men Gain One Victory in Indi- 
ana District— Steel Plant 
at Lorraine, Ohio, Closes 
Through Shortage of Fuel 



CHICAGO, .March 31. — Three hun- 
dred thousand organized miners of the 
bituminuous coal fields of Pennsyl- 
vania, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Oklahamu and Arkan- 
sas quit work last night. The mem- 
bers of the LTnlted Mine Workers of 
America declared the walk out was 
not a strike, merely a suspension of 
work pending an arrangement between 
themselves and the operators for an- 
other year, the old scale having ex- 
pired with the month of March. They 
demand an increase of pay In some in- 
stances of Ave cents a ton and in 
others more, and certain changes in 
working conditions. 

Confidence was expressed by the 
operators that there will be no general 
coal famine, large supplies of fuel hay- j 
ing been secured in preparation for 
the walkout. While the miners pre- 
dict the suspension will bo cut short 
by a prompt signing of a wage scale, 
some operators maintained that tho 
mines might be kept closed for a 
month or sixty- days, or even longer. 

The conditions in the various states 
were as follows: Illinois, 900 mines 
closed and 75,000 miners quit. Indi- 
ana, IS',000 miners out. Pennsylvania, 
approximately 40,000 miners out. Iowa, 
every mine in Iowa closed pending set- 
tlement wages. Ohio, all miners quit. 
At Lorraine, Ohio, one steel plant shut 
down and throw out 1,000 workmen, 
the managers announcing a shortage 
of coal. 

Tile first victory for the men came 
in an announcement from Brazil, Intl., 
the centre of the Indiana block coal 
district, Where it was announced that 
the men's demand for a five cent In- 
crease would be granted. 

President Thomas L. Lewis, of 'tho 
miner's union, declared that 300,000 
had quit work today.

So tar Madame Durand is the only 
woman candidate. Two others have 
been proposed, but one of them, the 
wife ol the (anions sculptor Roussel, 
has declined, because at present sin- 
is occupied with her children. When 
they are older she hopes to serve her 
sex and her country bj taking part 
in legislation. 

Refore the full tide of immigration 
reaches our province, it is to be hoped 
that the laws will be amended so that 
no obstacles will he placer] in the 
way of the re-unltlng of families. The 
natural and the best way, in many 
cases, is for the father to conn- first 
and prepare a home for wife and chil- 
dren. It is said that now many such 
fathers have to bear the hitter disap- 
pointment of seeing their wives and 
children forced to return after land- 
ing in Canada, on account of some 
disease of physical weakness from 
which one child suffers. The Cana- 
dian Immigration laws ought to he 
published by the agents both at home 
and in European countries, so that no 
family who could not enter the ports 
here would be allowed to leave their 
native land.

German Colonial Secretary Suffers as 
Result of Policy in South- 
west Africa 

MERLIN, March lis. Herr Dern- 
luirg, die imperial colonial secretary, 
has suffered in prestige In connection 
with his diamond policy in German 
Southwest Africa. In order to r.egulato 
the diamond production on the state 
lands in the colony, he came to an ar 
rangement with the Doutscho Kol- 
onial Gesellschaft fur Sudwest Afrlka, 
to the effect that the latter should ex- 
ploit the fields, allowing the state 2D 
per cent, of tin. profits, or a maximum 
of $2,000,000 per annum. The Reich- 
stag, to whom the agreement hud to 
he submitted to,- ratification, has re- 
fused to accept it, asserting that the 
state's participation was too Insigni- 
ficant. Almost simultaneously offers 
have come from financial concerns in 
Southwest Africa to allot the state SO 
per cent., or a maximum of $25,000,- 
000. The effect has been to create a 
sensation in financial circles in Ber- 
lin, and to cause the Rolonial QoboUs- 
chaft's shares to fall sharply.

OTTAWA, March 31.— Mr. Leml- 
cux's bill to control the rates and 
facilities of ocean cable companies 
and to amend the railway act with 
respect to telegraphs and telephones 
and the jurisdiction of the board of 
railway commissioners was given Us 
second and third readings. 

The postmaster-general said he had 
discussed the question in London with 
Hon, Sidney Buxton, and agreed to 
Introduce the present legislation bring- 
ing cable companies under the author- 
ity of the railway board, as were, the 
telegraph telephone and railway com- 
panies. He expected that by concur- 
rent legislation passed In England and 
Canada the cable companies could be 
brought to establish a schedule of 
rates which for urgent messages would 
be the same as they were today, 
i barging a shilling a word; Corseml- 
i I'gent or deterred messages (Id. a 
word; and for press rates 3d. a word. 
That was the object in view. 

in .Mr. Lemleux's opinion this was 
the next best step to a government- 
owned cable between Canada anil 
England. The question was discussed 
at length at the last imperial con- 
ference, and the sentiment was strong- 
ly voiced that there should be cheaper 
cable communication between ('.real 
Britain and Canada in order to dis- 
seminate news from the heart of the 
Empire, and so bind more closely to- 
gether the mother country and her 
colonies. All the companies which 
touched Canadian territory would 
come within the jurisdiction of the 
railway commission.

London World's Remarks In- 
duces Retaliation by Ger- 
man Steamship Lines — A 
Reply 




LONDON, March 31.— The World, 
which is edited by Lord Wlnterton, 
recently published a very crude and 
111- tempered article on what It called 
"Prince Henry's Errand to Ei gland," 
pretending that he had come here on 
a mission to assist in preparing 
something of an agreement by which 
••competition in naval armaments shall 
be limited If not arrested." It went 
on to describe him as "an agent of the 
German government," and said that 
pressure was being exercised by "a 
dangerous group of international fin- 
anciers." 

"We are," It said, "to risk our na- 
tional existence to make a few very 
wealthy men a little wealthier. It is 
disgusting; a maddening Idea." Fur- 
ther it wrote: — 

'Hut those great financial houses 
suffer from illusions as much as the 
pacificists. The trideni can no more 
fie bought than wheeled out of our 
hands. Tax for tax. loan for loan, the 
German pocket will he emptied before 
ours is. They may trifle with a Lib- 
eral cabinet. But the first measures 
uf the Unionists will be a loan and a 
naval programme thai will stagger the 
most audacious Pan-German." 

This article has led to a curious se- 
quel. The London offices of the Ham- 
burg-American line and the North 
German line have withdrawn their ad- 
vertisements from the paper. This 
was the World's opportunity to pro- 
duce another offensive article, in 
tends that the German 
e has actually been at 
work instigating the London represen- 
tatives of the German steamship com- 
panies to withdraw their advertise- 
ments. 

It speaks of the German authorities 
as "the greatest bureaucratic bullies 
in history," and says that It "is a case 
of pure and simple intimidation by 
the German government, 

"Such action is consistent with the 
traditions of the German foreign uf- 
flce," it goes on. "It preserves that 
unscrupulous policy which litis become 
obsolete with other diplomats, and 
does not hesitate to use for its politi- 
cal ends either private relations, as In 
the cases of Prince Henry's visit, or 
commercial relations, as in the case of 
the World's advertisements. Hut In 
England It will not continue to do so 
with Impunity, lor the temper of the 
English people is rising, and persis- 
tence in such methods may lead to a 
catastrophe of appalling magnitude."
